DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 3-9, 1 1-17, 53, 56 and 59-65 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to appreciate the advantage offered by a cathode ray tube and 
image display apparatus using the same with the following distinctive features such as set by all 
of the independent claims. In particular, the art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest 
constructing the spring constant of the elastic support member is in the range of 0.1 kgffmm to 
2.5 kgf/mm, wherein the shadow mask is configured such that the tension in a middle portion of 
the shadow mask is larger than the tension at the edge portion of the shadow mask posses all of 
the distinctive features such as defined by independent claims 8, 9 and 53 to improve the 
anttenuating effect and assurance of impact resistance.
